Tragedy in Tueoarawa* County. 


West Chester is a little village 4n

AGRICULTURAL 


Fruit Growing in Central Ohio. 
The subject of fruit growing is puz- 


zling sonic of our best men. We hear 
them say with sadness: "We will have 
to abandon fruit growing in Central 
Ohio, as our seasons and climate have 
changed so that trees only hve a few 
years, and while Ihey do live and bear 
the fruit is very imperfect, Then we 
are so badly imposed on by fruit 
agenls selling us unhealthy or diseased 
trees, and when we get trees from our 
home nurseries we seldom get what 
we call for," etc. 


Now what is to be done? Arc we 


to give up fruit growing in Central 
Ohio and demand upo\j other sections 
North and South for that valuable 
fruit, the apple? Or shall we stop a 
moment to investigate the causes ol 
failure? 
1 ihink, after careful investi- 


gation or nine years, thai I have found 
a part of the trouble. The short life 
of the apple I think is easily explain- 
ed. 
Il is simply this: AH* of our 


Western nurseries and many of the 
Eastern have adopted what is called 
the root graft principle; that is, to cut 
the roots Of yearling stocks (in pieces 
about two inches long and grafts vipor 
them Uic apple of the different vari- 
eties, and this is to furnish the root 
for the coming tree, giving it only 
one-fourth the life-giving force the 
natural tree would have. 
If we uset 


the budding for stock grafting proces? 
as our fathers did, we would have a., 
long lived trees as they, The soonei 
we discard the root-grafting principles 
the sooner we will get long lived trees 
Then read our horticultural literature 
and learn tho hardiest kinds,' and we 
can have fruit 
the 
year 
round 


as our fathers did when we were 
young. 


The next cause of complaint—thin 


bearing and defective fruit. This is 
easily explained, also. 
In the firs 


place, we expect the good keeper o 
our grandfather's day lo be Ihe same 
keeper now. Ask a farmer why he 
does not plant the old, blue potato 
and he will tell you at once that it has 
run out; also Ihe same in regard lo 
corn and wheat, If cur careals am 
vcgetahles run out, why not the 
apple? 
It can. 
And yet many 


farmers are never ready lo Iry any 
new variety introduced, bul cling to 
the old, for it was the favorite in 1 
grandfather's orchard. 


Take the yellow Bell flower for in- 


stance. Once it was a good fruiter, a 
good keeper, and always well devel- 
oped. Now il is a shy bearer, seldom 
producing a perfect fruil, and Ihe ap- 
ples fall early. 
Ycl we find it plan tec 


in all new orchards for a keeper 
There are many others of similar char- 
acter. It is no wonder that we are 
having such bad results from such 
causes, 
i believe 
ihe agent or 


nurseryman who cannot locate fruit 
had better leave the field to those who 
can. 
Farmers should educate them 


selves in horticultural mailers as we! 
as agricullural. 
Let us hear from 


others on this important subject,— 
Ohio Farmer. 


Seed Corn, • 


Now, while seed time is far distant 


farmers should examine their seec 
corn, Last season was cold t and late 
and much corn that was planted failec 
to germinate by reason of the cold 
damp soil, while that which managec 
to start grew but slowly and sfckly 
and was long in maturing, so tha 
when cold weather 
came on al 


was 
more or less soft, and 
the 


autumn being cool, it hardened bu 
slowly. 


Much was entirely ruined for secc 


by Ihe early frosts, and nearly all has 
since had its vitality destroyed by the 
cold snap in early December which 
froze the partly dried germs. 


Those fanners, who, early in the 


fall, fearing that there would be but 
little corn suitable for seed, galherec 
their seed ears from fields uninjured 
by Ihe frosts and hung them in airy 
drying places, may be pretty certain 
that they will experience no inconven- 
ience from their seed not germinating; 
but still it may be best to test its vital 
ity, and fordoing so there is no lime 
like the present, 


A, good method is to select 100 


kernels indiscriminately 
from your 


seed oars and place ihem between 
two woolen cloths, which must be 
kept damp and in a place of 70 de- 
grees Fahrenheil, or in the ordinary 
lemperature of a living room in win- 
ter; or the kernels may be placed in a 
glass bottle and covered ,with water, 
and hung in the window or near the 
fire; or if convenient place the kernels 
in a shallow box of earth. 


In a few days, if the seeds are good, 


the sprouts will begin bursting their 
integuments, and then the germinat- 
ed kernels can be counted and the 
per cent, that will develop is readily 
ascertained, and plans made accord- 
ingly. It is surprising what a small 
number of kernels have vitality the 
present season, 


, The majority of farmers select their 
seed ears when husking, u in this 
manner they obtain the best and 


most productive caw; but this ycarj United States it would be difficult to 


represent in figures. The sum totals 
simply overwhelm the mind by Ihcir 
vastness 
The principal cereals pro. 


duc'ions of the United States for the 


such fanners have performed a losing 
abor. 


Those farmers who cxaimed their 


;orn during the lime that the mercu- 
ry fell so low in December, noticed it 
ooking dark, as though il had been 
cooked, and on breaking the cover- 
ing found the sprouts frozen, Com- 
plaints of this nature come from all 
parts ol the country. 


Such corn, of course, will never 


germinate, and it will be necessary to 
olitain old corn for seed or produce no 
corn. There is but little old corn in 
the country, and if any can be found, 
every farmer should oblain enoirgh of 
it for seed, Probably a good price 
will be asked for it, but it is better to 
pay a good price for good seed, than 
a pooi price for poor seed.—Ohio 
Farmer, 


Koep on tho Farm 


In these dull times, when scores of 


young men are out of employment, 
and others are crowding in from 
o'.hcr places, seeking for so called 
"genteel" situations, it is well to give 
wide publicity lo such facts as are sel 
forth in the following extract from the 
New York Journal of Commerce: 


"One of the great problems of our 


day, too little discussed'by those who 
have the ear of the public through 
the press or at the forum, is to furnish 
the young men of this generation wilh 
remunerative employment. The pro- 
fessions arc all over-crowded. 
The 


shop-keepers by far too numerous, 
Agencies of all kinds arc so multiplied 
thai the occupants tread on each 
others Iocs, and are a bore and a nui- 
sance to the general public. Clerks 
out ot employment and-willing to 
serve for a piltance arc to be reckon- 
ed by the tens of thousands. Book- 
keepers with hungry eyes are reading 
the advertisement lists in the vain hope 
of an opening for their applications.

salutary change. It is well said by a 
contemporary that "the necessity for 
creating the Agricultural Bureau into 
a department with a Cabinet Sccrcta 
ry is becoming 
more apparent each 


year by the stand of elevation taken by 
the farmer." 
If a Department for the 


Navy and the Army, each with a 
Cabinet Secretary, is required,-why 
not agriculture? The people arc be- 
ginning to believe that a man who 
can manage a farm is of about as 
much importance to the Government 
as the man who can command a gun- 
boat or ride at the head of a regiment, 
and that the public welfare is quite as 
much dependent upon Ihe fanner as 
upon the official.

THE DOOM OF THE RAO HI 


Somo Startling Statamonta by a 


Learned Statistician, 


Mr, Robert Giflfcn, President of the 


Statistical Society of London, deliver- 
ed a carefully prepared address re- 
cently, which is published in ihe New 
York Sun, containing 
startling statements, 
the doom of the human race, through 
lack of the means of subsistence, in 
case it continues to multiply at ils 
present rate without any enlargement 
of the resources upon which it de- 
pends or any change in Hie economic 
methods that now prevail, 
Having 


observed lhat ihe European family, 
confined till modern times to a small 
corner of the world, now possess as 
their habitation over half of ihe area 
of the earth available for producing 
the food of civili/ed ;aces, he pro- 
ceeds to show thai the pressure of 
population upon the means of sub- 
sistence is now deeply fell in the 
chief countries of Europe, and thai 
there is a rapid cncoachment upon 
their agricultural resources, 
At the 


present time large masses of the 
European population has to be sup- 
ported by importations of bread- 
stuff, 


In ihe Uniled States the growth of 


the millions is leading to momentous 
inquiries, We behold ihe doubling 
of the population in about a e years, 
so lhat it has multiplied itself by 16 
in the course of the centurv, 
The 


rate is such as lo be fairly bewilder- 
ing in its probable consequences. 
In 


another 25 years, at the same rale of 
increase, the population will be 100,- 
000,000, in 50 years 200,000,000, in 
73 years 400,000,000, and at the end 
of a century 800,000,000! But this 
jgrowlh, within the bnef period indi- 
cated, would give for the arable land 
of ihe United States a population 
of 300 to ihe square mile—one-third 
as much again as the present popula* 
tion per square mile in the United 
Kingdom, twice as much per. square 
mile as the population of the United 
Kingdom supported by home agricul 
tare, and more than twice as much 
per square mile as the present popu- 
lation of France. Moreover, a much 
smaller ratio of increase in the United 
States than that of the past and pres- 
ent times, say to 400,000,000 in • 
century, would presuppose practically 
so violent a change in the existing 
conditions that the difference between 
it and the more violent change which 
an'increaae of population to tne larger 
figure would require need not be coo> 
sktcred.

Inasmuch as our contributor is 


anxious for proof that "prohibition 
doea not prohibit," those are the 
words used heretofore, we have boon 
at pains to look up a lew figure*, ant 
hope they will prove 
satisfactory 


Take Maine, the Mecca of tho Fro 
hibitionists, and let its examine how 
prohibition works there, Tis that 
State the millennial has reached, 
and therein dwells all the pent Uf 
goodness that is soon to be carried 
on the morning nir to the uttermost 
parts of Uncle Sam's dominions, 
yea, even unto Cincinnati, the city 
about which our contributor has 
ventured to make a joke. We are 
glad to know there IB one good citi- 
zen among this "long lino" of ex- 
tramely good people that is worldly 
enough to make a "goak." 


'Twas m Maine there was once a 


faint trace of goodness in the Demo- 
cratic party, and while laboring un- 
der that influence they gave to the 
people of that State the marvelous 
prohibitory law that has worked 
such wonders. We-are extremely 
iorrj to I* compelled to lay, but as 


strlot dealer in truth it must be 
aid, that that faint trace of good- 
ness then developed in tho Demo- 
cratic party was lost sight of when 
t struck the border of the pine tree 
State, and bus never more been 
leard from. 


Uut the wonderful law still stands 


with about forty more on top of it, 
and now let us see how it operates, 


In 1870 there were in the State 


830 places from which whisky, wino 
ale, beer, seltzer water, hard cider, 
limburger cheese, enakew and head- 
aohcH were retailed in any quantity 
desired. Of course there were pro- 
hibitory laws, but they didn't pro- 
hibit these 830 saloons from doing 
business. Hut there wan the law, 
and following the example of the 
old lady, who, administering aafTton 
toa to her toddling grandchild, de- 
clared that "if a small quantity dogs 
some good, a greater amount will do 
more good," piled on tho legislative 
enactment*, and tho goody-goodies 
became more seraphic than ever; 
and in this year of grace, 1883, there 
aro more than forty^ acts ou tho Stat- 
utes of Maine to regulate and con- 
trol tho liquor trafllc, and still it is 
not prohibited. (Another dogmatic 
assertion, our contributor will say.) 
The census of 1882 shows that not- 
withstanding the herculean efforts 
made in the way of legislation there 
were 918 saloons in tho State, or an 
increase of 88 since 1870, or one sa- 
loon fur every 70ft persons in the 
State. 


Whether or not thla is evidence 


that prohibition in Maine does not 
prohibit, we leave our readers to say. 


Reasoning from this, what i» tho 


conclusion as to tho efforts to adopt 
similar legislation in this Siate? Jf 
after 30 years of strenuous efforts in 
Maine no better success is attained, 
what would be the result in Ohio? 
If prohibitory legislation was adopt- 
ed in this State, it ir.ight be moro ef- 
fectually enforced than it has been 
in Maine; but, while wo entertain a 
vary exalted opinion of tho people 
of our State, wo do not believe that 
they are BO much superior to tho 
people of Mai no thut they could ac- 
complish in one or two years what 
others have failed to do in 90. 


Now, what is the experience with 


taxation? Iti Ohio we have had but 
little experience; but in the brief 
existence of tho Pond law, enough 
was developed to show that in the 
rural districts tho saloons 
would 


have boon wiped out entirely, while 
In towns and eitio* fully one half 
would have been forced out of busi- 
ness. 
This, our contributor will 


probably say, is 'simply a matter of 
speculation; but it is borne out by 
reason, awd by^ Uie opinion of som« 
of tho beat informed people in the 
State. 


In Michigan a law similar to tho 


Pond law is in force, the Supreme 
Court of that State having boon leas 
fastidious in passing upon it, and it 
is found to be of great benefit in less- 
oning tbe evils. Information from 
there suys tho tax will bo increased 
from time to time until the evil will 
be, if not totally eradicated, at least 
so greatly lessoned as to bring it 
down to tho minimum; and that Is 
more than prohibition is doing in 
Maine, 
Moreover, 
what saloons 


*f 
Continue to exist will bo a source of 
revenue and aid in the relief of bur- 
dens created by them. 


It is admitted by all that people 


cannot be made good by legislation; 
education being neccBtary to accoav 
plish '.hat much 
desired result; 


therefore it is useless to attempt pro- 
hibition now. If it is attempted in 
Ohio at present a Democratic victory 
will result, and this would, to use 
an oft repeated expression, be jump- 
ing out of the frying pin into the 
flre, 
* 


As has been said In these columns 


before, the Prohibitionists as a par- 
ty, can not be satisfied; henco it is 
useless to waste time upon them. 
Let the Republican party go brave- 
ly forward and do as tbey have 
twice resolved theyfwould do, and 
the proper solution of this question 
will be found, 


that tho resolution be printed. StU- 
well followed suit-, and demanded a 
call of tbe House.

Quite a large number of remon- 


strances against the Kinney constitu- 
tional amendment have been present- 
ed which base their objections on the 
ground that it contains a provision al- 
lowing license; though how the con- 
trol of the liquor manufacture and 
traffic can be vested in the General 
Assembly without giving this power, 
either expressed or implied, is not 
stated. Then a large batch of peti- 
tions for a solid prohibition amend- 
ment have been received. The feel- 


s uccess, with the voters of the State 
and urging a measure that would po- 
litically damn opy party that advocat- 
ed it, They are the great obstacle to 
effective liquor legislation in Ohio. 
They, in effect, strike hands with the 
whisky men to defeat any practical 
measure for the control of the traffic 
and are the bent allies the 'whisky, 
dealers have. Why do they not take 
it upon themselves to enforce the 
liquor laws that are now dead letters 
on the Revised Statutes? They are a

about Lincoln tho President, tho prc- 
sorvorof a nation; not about Lincoln 
tho statesman or liberator, but about 
Lincoln tho lawyer—something about 
him IIH ho ronlly was before lie fell heir 
to agony and famo—something Huiiout 
liis peculiarities, hishfibitH, hhuhougl.ls, 
and common words—that is to say his 
daily llfo. 
"Nearly all tho characters ol history 


aro impossible monsters. Wo know 
nothing about their peculiarities, or 
nothing but their peculiarities. Wash- 
ington is only a stool-engraving. About 
tho roots of those onk« there clings 
none of tho earth of humanily. Lin- 
coln had tho advantage of living in a 
now country, of social equality, of sec- 
ing in tho hori'/on of his future tho per- 
pctual star of hope. Ho saw and min- 
gled with mon of all kinds; and, after 
all, 
nu-n aro books. Ho bocamo ao 


(iuainlo.1 with nature—with things; he 
livnd and appreciated tho poom of the 


"Lt Is no advantage to 11 vo in a city,

Logic is tho necessary pro- 
duet of intelligence and honesty.

cannot bo learned; it cannot bo taught. 
It is tho child of tv good hoad and a 
good heart. Ho had intellect without 
nrroganoo, genius without prido, and 
religion without cant—that is to say, 
humanity without hypocrisy. Ho was 
nn orator—that is to say, ho was nat- 
ural. Ho never protended. I lo did not 
say what ho thought others thought, 
but what ho thought. 


"If you wish to bo sublime, you must

Practical Measures to Reduce the 


Evils From Ltquoj'. 


Some weeks ago the 
Christian 


Union addressed a letter to a «core of 
representative men in different parts 
of the country, asking them to tell its 
readers what measures they could sug- 
gest 10 reduce the present evils of 
drunkenness and the liquor traffic 
Among the answers*receivcd are the 
following: John G. Whitticr says; "I 
still believe in the right and duty of 
the community to protect itself by 
legal enactments, whenever there is a 
public sentiment strong enough to 
enforce the prohibition of the sale of 
intoxicating liquors us ti beverage. 
But recent events, especially the re- 
sults of the late elections, have con- 
vinced me that a great work *f moral 
suasion and personal example must be 
done before law can be made availa- 
ble." 
Kx.Governor Long, of Massa- 


chusetts, says: "The cause, of intem- 
perance suffers indifference on the one 
hand, and no doubt from the unwis- 
dom of over-zeal on the other." The 
Rev. William M. Taylor, of the Broad 
way Tabernacle, New York, writes: 
"Taking the Stale as a whole—with 
such a number of large cities in it—1 
think that those who are working for 
immediate prohibition over it are mak- 
ing a mistake. There is a great deal 
to be secured before that. For myself. 
I have «tt present mare faith in the en- 
forcement of temperance principles, 
earnestly, lovingly, and wisely, than in 
anything elsg." Dr. Henry 0. Pdtter, 
among practical- measures 
foopm-v 


mends; first, an earnest effort for the 
better enforcement of the laws in re- 
gard to the liquor traffic as they now 
stand. He says: "There is some- 
fljing almost grotesque m the persist- 
ent efforts for more stringcmt legisla- 
tion when the laws we have on the 
Statute books are a dead letter. The 
law for the restriction of the sale of 
liquor, the manifold evasions which 
a?e qarrieclon, the impudent effrontery 
which wqrks ,«wd deterioration to the 
moral sentiment of the communitY— 
these are the thingi which dramnd 
urgent and instant attention."

of the (h'aml Inquisitor.

wndwl tlthos and baptism for seven 
years. 
In vain they pleaded their pov- 


erty, their ancient customs and tholr Ig- 
noranco of tho Spanish language; "they 
wore all invested with the saubcnito,*1 


ways tho chronicler, "and broiM to 
(iiiuth with thp wropin' ooromonlos,"— . 
U'he shrieks of the victims wore hoard 
at Lo|a, and for throo days the hnrbor 
of Vole/ wa« lillod with 'the stench of 
burned human ilosh. It was a most edi- 
fying auto drt/0— "an act of faith." Tho 
same faith had flllocl tho Netherlands 
with blood and horror, hivd, ragort like 
tho Black .Death among tho holploss ftb- 
orlginos of tho Now World, antt luul or- 
Ihodoxod Spain by tho systematic sup- 
pression of freedom, common sense, 
manhood, industry, and science.
